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CARTOONS AND COMMENTS. 


NE OF THE most interesting of the campaign aocuments that have, so 
far, appeared is a strong showing of the necessity for tariff reform, 
issued by the Republican League. It may seem strange that a 

tariff-reform tract should issue from such a sodrce; but the explanation 
is simple enough. The Secretary of the Republican League is a gentle- 
man of zeal; but discretion was left out of his composition. He is not 
without perception. He saw clearly, some time ago, that the Republi- 
can party was in a position in which it was likely to remain stationary, 
like a patched-up man-of-war on Mr. George M. Robeson’s stocks, unless 
a prompt and liberal application of what Mr. Dorsey, the eminent states- 
man, used to call ‘‘soap” should grease the ways to the deep waters of 
political activity. ‘‘Soap”’ is what common people who are not states- 
men call money; and money, it was clear to the zealous Secretary, must 
be had. As a means of filling the party soap-kettle, the Secretary issued 
a ‘‘confidential circular.”” The confidential circular became public prop- 
erty, after a while —as is the way of confidential circulars — and proba- 
bly no one was more astonished than the zealous Secretary when it was 
found to be a tariff-reform tract. 
* . * 

The circular itself was a good, old-fashioned, downright appeal for 
money, addressed to the laggard manufacturers, who seemed unwilling to 
pay for the protection of their infant industries. It was an eloquent and 
earnest wail of poverty, and ought to have answered its purpose. But the 
zealous Secretary felt that, somehow, it needed stiffening, and he stiffened 
it with a private letter written by a Senator ‘‘from a state which had 
never had a Democratic representative in Congress.”” By a natural pro- 
cess of exclusion, we infer that it must have been either Senator Edmunds 
or Senator Morrill who wrote this remarkable letter. It is a response to 
a request for a contribution of campaign funds, which request is flatly and 
emphatically refused, on the ground that a humble Congressman, who 
makes laws, ought not to be asked to pay for the privilege of making them 
when those for whose benefit they are made are unwilling to pay the 
piper. Thé Senator is most frank about it. He says—and he uses the 
plainest English to say it —that the Pennsylvania manufacturers, who are 
making fortunes out of the protective tariff, have not done their duty in 
the way of paying the expenses of protective legislation, and that he--does 
not propose to put up money for the assistance of those who are reaping 
practically the sole benefit of our tariff laws. Moreover, he says that if 
he had his way, he would fry all the fat out of these protected manu- 
facturers. This is his remarkable utterance — zu his own words.

Reprinted in a confidential circular, by the Secretary of the Republi- 
can League, this must be accepted as the utterance of the party. It may 
have been the Senator’s private opinion; but it is now the public opinion 
of the Republican League. As such, and considered abstractly, as a mere 
matter of justice and equity, the Senator’s opinion on the question, as we 
understand it, coincides exactly with ours, It is not fair to ask a legis- 
lator to pay his own expenses in the business of making laws for the 
**sole benefit” of other people. There can be no doubt that if a favored 
class is to have the sole benefit of the laws, the least that favored class 
can do is to pay for its own legislators. The Republican party provides 
legislators: the legislators provide laws. It is certainly shabby of the 
men who order the laws, if they refuse to pay the running expenses of the 
party. This is not good: business doctrine. Even the eccentric gentle- 
men who induced a late Board of Aldermen, in this city, to give them the 
franchise of a now famous horse-railroad — even these daring and uncon- 
ventional financiers recognized the fact that their aldermen were noc 
giving franchises for nothing. Indeed, they went further. They were 
generous and open-handed about it —they bought their aldermen outright.

But we can not look upon the question involved as a mere point of 
etiquette between the legislator and the legislated-for. There is some- 
thing in the matter that concerns a third party —the public. It is by 
the votes of the public that the legislator is elected to his office — why 
should he use his power to lay taxes upon the public for the sole benefit 
of a few persons? It is the public that pays the legislator’s salary — why 
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should he enter the service of persons whose interests can not be those of 
the public, since, as the spokesman of their legislators asserts, the laws 
they command are for their sole benefit — not for the benefit of the general 
public? These are the questions suggested by the confidential circular of 
the Secretary of the Republican League; and it is because it suggests 
these questions that we call it a tariff-reform tract. We want no better 
argument against the perpetuation of our present system of tariff laws 
than the frank admission of those who made and who uphold them that 
they are made for the sole benefit of one class of people out of the whole 
population of the United States. 


We have had unusually cool weather for this season of the year. 
There was a hot week, far back in the early part of July; but that is 
long forgotten. Fresh breezes have blown all along the sea-shore; and 
the mountain air has been cool and clear. But in the great city Summer 
still tells the same old story — long weeks of heavy weather. ‘The days 
come close and dull and sticky down in the streets, however the flags 
may blow on top of the Equitable Building. Below, the air is never wholly 
refreshed. It is dull and dead when the morning breeze lifts the mist of 
the bay and the river. It is not hot as yet; but there is a feverish glow 
in it, caught from the refracted heat of the buildings. The children come 
out early in the poorer parts of the town. They are in the streets all 
day, even at full noon, when the smell of all the decaying refuse that the 
Street Cleaning Department never notices south of Union Square fills all 
the atmosphere. They stay in the streets, their play becoming spasmodic 
and irritable, until nightfall drives them indoors. There, in close, ill- 
smelling rooms, they lie, breathing heavily, until daylight brings them 
again to the city streets.

For these children a day of fresh air and kindly attention is a mighty 
recreative force. For the youngest of them it is often a means of keep- 
ing body and soul together. ‘To take these weakest of the weak away 
from the breathed-out air of the city —to keep them the better part of a 
day in the strong air of New York’s great harbor —is to strengthen every 
one — to save the lives of manv. This is the work of the St. John’s Guild, 
and the doing of this work depends upon the willingness of those who 
have to give to those who have not, and who can not help themselves. 
There can be no question of the value of a charity whose only aim is to 
relieve the miseries of children born under the curse of poverty. For 
whatever faults they may suffer, their suffering is none of their own earn- 
ing, and its relief is the concern of every man, woman and child with a 


heart to love and pity.

milk in profusion for the New Amsterdamers, just as the re- 
2 sidents of Long Island provide garden truck for the Mur- 
See phy’s, the Cohens, the Lochmullers, the Garibaldis, and 

Sy the other New Yorkers of the present day. 
The products of Long Island, however, have changed 

in character to some extent. 
Long Island is famous now chiefly for her fresh eggs, Little Neck 
clams, farmer-landlords, tame ducks, scrub-oaks and Tuthills. 

The Long Island hen is perhaps the most prolific of all fowls, ancient 
or modern, ‘Taking as a basis for calculations the number of ‘‘ Fresh 
Long Island Eggs” sold yearly in the city of Brooklyn, alone, there must 
be an average output of eighty-two eggs a day to 
every hen between Gravesend and Promised 
Land — two places more widely separated than 
their names would indicate. 

The demand for these fresh eggs is so great 
that advance contracts are made for the entire 
production, so that farmer-landlords living right 
in the hen districts can obtain nothing but bar- 
reled eggs from Canada to fry for their city 
boarders. 

In competing for precedence among — «.¥4«iv 
the products of Long Island, the fresh egg 
is hard pressed by the Little Neck clam. 

For the benefit of foreigners who may 
think that Little Neck clams are so called = {, 


to distinguish them from clams with larger Ny 4 
necks, we will volunteer the information ae mgr K4 ‘ 


that their appellation is derived from the 
locality to which they are indigenous — Little Neck, L. I.
